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AUTO INDUSTRY 
“OPERATING AT 
PEAK CAPACITY 


Employment C o nd i- 
tions Reported Excel- 
lent at Most Points

ASHINGTON, March 
17.—The automotive 
industry is operating on peak 
production schedules in Mich- 
igan and: Ohio, according to 
the latest survey of the De- 
partment of Labor, made pub- 
lic today. 


Employment conditions are re- 
ported “very satisfactory’: in the 
automotive business in Michigan. 

In Ohio high production sched- 
ules are being maintained with ex- 
cellent conditions existing. Auto- 
mobile and automobile accessory 
plants in Wisconsin report full em- 
ployment and in some localities 
there is a shortage of skilled work- 
ers in Detroit Highland Park and 
Wyandotte. A slight shortage of 
skilled mechanics is reported, par- 
ticularly noticeable in the automo- 
bile industry. There is a surplus 
of unskilled laborers. No plants 
are working overtime. 

Employment conditions continue 

in Grand Rapids, although a 
geeeret Je of common labor is still 

_. apparent. Automobile body plants 
and tool and die shops are working 
overtime. Skilled men are in de- 
mand. 

In Flint there is a shortage of 
workers in practically all indus- 
tries. Automobile and accessory 
factories are calling for tool de- 

signers and automatic machine 
operators. 

A large automobile body plant is 
under construction which will em- 
ploy about 2,000 workers when 
completed. One automobile com- 
pany is working overtime. About 
300 men are employed on the 
building program. A surplus of 
eommon labor and automobile 
workers exists in Lansing. All 
plants are running, several of the 
larger plants working overtime. 

Most plants in Jackson are run- 
ning on overtime schedules. In- 
dustrial employment in Cleveland 
increased slightly during February 
due to increased activity in the au- 
tomtive industry. Slight shortage 
of tool and die makers and machin- 
ists reported. Shortage of skilled 
machinists, especially tool and die 


makers, and molders is reported in 
Toledo. 
A large surplus of common 


labor exists in Akron. Nearly 
all the large industries have 
been laying off men, especially 
the rubber factories. One in- 
dustry laid off 700 men early in 
February. Rubber factories are 
running around 80 per cent. of 
Normal. There is a surplus of 
rubber workers and quite a large 
surplus of office ment.

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Why-the Farmer Buys 


OR many years the farm market for motor vehicles has 
been the salvation of the automobile industry. Manu- 
facturers cultivated the farmer as a customer, until today 
no class in this country more thoroughly understands the 
value of motor transportation than the sturdy agriculturist. 
It has been extremely refreshing to watch the effect of 
all this on the attitude of the farmer toward road building 
and improvement. From a strenuous opponent of tax levies 
for building roads the farmer has come to be a stanch sup- 
porter of any reasonable outlay for highway construction. 
However, that is beside the present inquiry. 

In a recent article by John C. Long in the Journal of 
Land and Public Utility Economics he brings out the real 
reason why the farmer is ready to spend money for motor 
vehicles. This is found in the present level of prices in the 
automotive field, as compared with prices which the farmer 
obtains for his produce. 

For instance, Mr. Long says: “The farmer in 1913 
needed to sell 1,482 bushels of wheat at the then prevailing 
market prices to buy an automobile at the average price, as 
compared with a cost of 506 bushels today. In 1913 he 
needed to sell 2,321 bushels of corn, as compared with 732 
now. In 1913 he would have to take 17,047 pounds of hogs 
to market, whereas only 8,806 are required now.”
